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In spite of the sophisticated 


camera equipment available 
today there is one area of 
photography where photo- 


graphers are on their own. Your 
camera might have the latest in 
automatic metering, aperture 
and, shutter selection, even 
auto-focusing, but if it isn't 
steady as a rock when you push 
the shutter your photos are going 
to suffer. 

One so called “тше” of 
photography is never to shoot at 
a slower shutter speed than the 
focal length of the lens you are 
using. For example, if you are 
using a 100 mm lens always use a 
1/100 or faster shutter speed. 
This is fine as a generality but 
there are too many variables 
invoived for it to be considered a 
hard and fast dictum. Weather 
conditions, aperture and shutter 
speed reguirements, and our 
own physical capabilities all play 
a part in how steady we can hold 
1 camera. 
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If we admit to ourselves that 
we aren't as steady as we 
thought we were, what can be 
done about it? Another short test 
should provide the answer. 

Shoot another series of 
pictures starting with a shutter 
speed you consider yourself 
steady at. Make one exposure 
each at progressively faster 
shutter speeds until you reach 
your camera's limit, usually 
1/1000 sec. on most SLRs. Now 
for the clincher. Make the same 
series of photographs only this 
time mount your camera on a 
stury tripod. Use a clack cable 
release if you have one, but be 
sure to gently press the shutter 
release. Closely examine the 
resulting slides, prints, or 
negatives. Use a magnifier if you 
have to. You'll find that, 
compared to your steadiest, 
fastest hand held speeds. the 
tripod pictures will be sharper. 
This should tell you something. 

Before you start complaining 
that you don't have а tripod. or 
don't even want one, let me offer
